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The Mayor's Message 


Chief interest in Mayor Hosey's first message to the 


new council, transmitted to that body at its meet ing 
Tuesday evening, will naturally center about the program 
of his administration as he outlines it. In si/ing up the 
task before him, the mayor enumerates track elevation < > n 
the east side, extension and development of the city's 
electric light and power system, an increased water sup- 
ply, some practical measures for protection against pos- 
sible Hoods and more satisfactory collection and disposal 
of garbage as the problems of prime importance which 
the people expect the present administration to meet and 


./solve. 


The program is an imposing one. and is amply suffi- 


cient to keep the new administration busy. The need, ton. 
"for further progress along these lines will be so universal- 
ly recognized that the people will most cordially urge the 
administration in the expressive language of Hie street to 
"go to it!" Track elevation work, thus far confined to 
the section west of Calhonn street, should in all fairness 
be taken up on the east side without unnecessary delay. 
Grade crossings in that section of the city are both numer- 
ous and especially dangerous by reason of the busy 
traffic over them. The east side has been marvelonsly 
patient, and it. is entitled to relief. 
Track elevation is 


likely to prove one of the biggest problems of the admin- 
istration, but the mayor's optimism leads him to expect 
not only friendly but prompt co-operation from the rail- 
roads in this work. As a matter of fact, this will be much 
the wiser course for the railroads to take. 


Discussing street improvements. Mayor llosey takes 


the position that property-owners who do not care to bear 
the expense of asphalt or brick paving should be given 
opportunity to adopt less expensive material in the im- 
provement of the streets, and he indicates a conviction 
that satisfactory material for this purpose can be found. 
If this is possible, welcome to it. Perhaps a trial will dis- 
pel a good many doubts now obtaining. The assumption, 
of course, is that the less expensive material Avill lie ap- 
plied to those streets which do not have to bear the bur- 
den of either particularly heavy or excessively volumin- 
ous traffic. 


There can scarcely be adverse criticism of any plan 


to give the people the largest possible measure of service 
from the municipal lighting and power system. There has 
already been a marked conservation of water supply by 
the adoption of the universal meter system, now installed, 
but it will be the part of wisdom to take time by the fore- 
lock in planning an increased water supply against the 
time when the city's natural growth will make a larger- 
supply imperative. The mayor indicates a purpose to 
rnake still larger use of the city's asphalt repair plant, 
but he withholds discussion of flood prevention plans de- 
vised by Engineer Grosvenor for the citizens' committee 
until' the report has been officially .submitted to the coun- 
cil. The mayor devotes considerable time to setting forth 
the increased cost of city government in recent years, but 
takes occasion to say that it is done merely as a'matter of 
information and not in adverse criticism of. former admin- 
istrations, and he places emphasis upon the necessity for. 
co-operation between the departments.of city government 
to the end that best results may be achieved" 


All in all, the mayor is outlining a pretentious and 


constructive program that will be endorsed by the people- 
As before observed, let the new administration "go to it."

fellow revolutionistB here by Miss Maria 
Sukloff. 


Miss Sukloff recently arrived in New 


\ork from I'liicago. where ulio stopped 
with JliaH .lam- Addnms at Hull House. 
In New York (die him been staying at 
the Henry street settlement. Her sec- 
ond escape was in 1911, when she fled 
from Irkutsk, Siberia, to Manchuria. 
She then went to .lapan and came to 
America by way of Shanghai, (ienoa, 
Saris, Jxmdon and Canada. In Canada 
she called on two of her brothers .who 
have been farming there "for ten • or 
eleven years. 


"1 escaped through the help of my 


friends," said Miss tiuklotr. "H cost a 
loi. ol money, about la.UUl) roubles, but 
uiy menus gave it for me. Tliat is be- 
cause. 1 HOI a member ot the revolution- 
aiy party, ihe party lias money winch 
It Ubc.B lo help its tiiquiutrs in trouble. 
Isow i aave money jiini i send money 
to help my iriciitia who are still wait- 
lug 10 gut, out. 


"i'lie Jaub IIUIB 1 was sent to Siberia

1 escaped m lull. 1 was lucky cnougu 
to ue. Bent to JrKutsk tor an operation 
for appendicitis, and it was there tuai.

I could venture out, and then '1 Dually 
went by train dressed as a nurse. Mv 
friends had provided a passport for me, 
and so I was enabled

CARE OF BRUSH AND COMB. 


Much of the good condition of the hair 


dej>ends upon the brush and comb. Thu 
brush should have the bristles arranged 
in small groups fairly wide apart, the 
central 
bristle* of eaiih group 
being 


longer than the peripheral. 
The comb 


•should have, rounded ends, so as not to 
injure the rfciilp. and particular care 
should be directed to its teeth, which 
should bis quite smooth, with no rough 
projecting points, which might tear or 
injure tlie hair during the process of 
combing. 


The comb should be mado of 
some 


snbstiinee that is not injured by fre- 
quent boiling when being sterilized. 
It 


is importnnt that the brush should bo 
cleansed thoroughly in strong sodn wa- 
ter once a week at least, nnd afterward 
disinfected in a. weak solution of for- 
malin or lysol. 


The brush and comb arc to be held 


responsible for the conveyance of the 
organisms from one person to another 
so thnt an infected brush is a danger to 
anyone using it, and is liable to re 
infect, the owner's scalp. .From this it 
will be seen how important, it is that th« 
brush and comb should be. cleansed and 
sterilized regularly, antl a rule should 
be made of on no account allowing any- 
one else to use the brush. It should also 
be the rule, after a visit to the barber 
that the head be washed ftt home with 
an antiseptic shnmpoo.

This lagoon will be mad s In semblance of one of the lovely mountain lakelets of California and will 


have little about It to suggest the hand of man, as It will be natural and wild, with no such things as bridges, bal- 
ustrades or other artificial structures. The atmosphere of the wilderness will pervade It, and It will be a refresh- 
Ing spot for those who have been threading the formal avenues and traversing the magnificent exhibit palaces of 
the Exposition. 


The lagoon will bo 800 feet long, but with varying width, like the lakes of which It win be a replica. Natural 


rocks and bowlders will bo placed In It, as well as a few little IsleU in Its northern end. The rocks will be mossy 
and fern-clad. 
Creeping vines will trail here and there, while weeping willows, Monterey cypress, Italian cypress

tions demonstrated.

blood 
purifying apparatus, which, was 


tlie result of the work of Drs. J. ,1. 
Abe). L. G. Rowntrce and B. B. Turner, 
of Johns Hopkins university. 
Dr. A. J. 


Carlson, of tlie University of Chicago, 
demonstrated on himself the elliciencv 
of the hunger-testing machine, which 
was his own invention. 


Dr. Carlson defined hunger as a sen-

while appetite, he explained,
